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INTRODUCTION. 

On  June  25th,  1904,  the  Brompton  Hospital  Sanatorium  at  Frimley,  in  Surrey,  was  formally 
opened  by  His  Majesty  the  King  (then  Prince  of  Wales),  accompanied  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen.  It 
was  not,  however,  until  the  following  year  that  the  Sanatorium  could  be  said  to  be  in  full  working 
order,  and  the  following  statistics  accordingly  refer  to  the  period,  March  8th,  1905,  to  December  31st. 
1910. 

The  Sanatorium  was  originally  intended  for  100  patients.  In  1908,  however,  as  the  space  avail- 
able was  ample,  the  beds  were  increased  in  number  and  at  the  present  time  there  is  accommodation 
for  148  patients,  102  men  and  46  women.  Of  the  patients  treated  at  the  Sanatorium,  a  great  majority 
have  first  passed  through  the  wards  of  the  Brompton  Hospital  in  London,  whence,  if  found  suitable 
after  a  period  of  observation,  they  have  been  drafted  on  to  the  Sanatorium.  They  have  not  been  chosen 
at  random,  still  less  has  every  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  Brompton  been  passed  on  in  turn. 
On  the  contrary,  the  cases  sent  have  been  carefully  selected,  only  those  patients  being  chosen  who  were 
free  from  fever  or  other  serious  constitutional  symptoms,  who  possessed  considerable  vitality  and  had 
already  begun  to  show  signs  of  improvement.  So  far  as  possible  also,  patients  with  signs  of  limited 
disease  have  been  preferred,  although  it  was  early  found  that  patients  with  disease  extensive,  but  of  a 
quiescent  type,  often  did  remarkably  well. 

Another  important  point  borne  in  mind  by  the  Physicians,  in  selecting  cases  at  Brompton  to  be 
sent  to  the  Sanatorium,  has  been  the  likelihood  of  the  patient  obtaining  work  upon  his  discharge  from 
the  Institution — since  it  early  became  apparent  that  if  the  patient  had  no  work  to  return  to  after  leaving 
the  Sanatorium,  he  would  almost  certainly  relapse  quickly  through  inability  to  obtain  adequate  nourish- 
ment. Preference  has  accordingly  been  given  to  those  whose  work  has  been  kept  open  for  them  during 
their  absence,  though  this  has  not  always  been  found  possible. 

These  Tacts  must  not  be  forgotten  in  estimating  the  results  of  treatment  at  Frimley,  for  it  would 
be  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  results  obtained  there,  in  regard  to  the  arrest  of  the  disease  and  pro- 
longation of  life,  give  any  accurate  index  of  the  economic  results  which  might  be  expected  if  all  cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  lung  were  sent  haphazard  to  Sanatoria. 

The  treatment  carried  out  at  Frimley  is  based  on  the  well-known  methods  inaugurated  by  Brehmer 
and  so  successfully  applied  by  Dr.  Otto  Walther,  of  Nordrach.  At  Frimley,  however,  the  graduated 
walking  exercise,  on  which  these  physicians  relied,  has  been  modified  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Paterson, 
the  late  Medical  Superintendent,  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  working  class  patients  received  at  the  Institu- 
tion, and  various  forms  of  labour  have  been  substituted. 

The  course  of  exercise  and  work  through  which  a  patient  passes,  provided  his  progress  is  not 
impeded  by  recurring  temperatures  or  other  signs  of  constitutional  disturbance,  may  be  briefly  sketched 
as  follows  : — 


I.  WALKING.     Distances  varying  from  one  mile  to  six  miles  daily. 
LABOUR. 

II.  GRADE  1.     Carrying  a  small  basket  with  weight  of  lOlbs.,  about  0 — 7  miles  daily. 

ALTERNATIVE.     Light  weeding ;    potting  plants ;    watering,  etc. 

III.  GRADE  2      Carrying  a  basket  with  weight  of  181bs.  about  6 — 7  miles  daily. 

ALTERNATIVE.     Weeding  ;    watering  ;    chopping  firewood  ;    painting,  etc. 

IV.  GRADE  3.          Light  garden   work  ;    sweeping  ;    hoeing ;    raking,   etc. 

V.  GRADE  4.         Using  a  small  fork  or  spade  ;   mowing  and  rolling  grass  ;   sawing  wood,  etc. 

VI.  GRADE  5.          Using   a  full-sized   pick,  fork  or  spade  ;   trenching  ground  ;   felling  trees  and 

general  heavy  work  ;   mixing  concrete,  etc. 

VII.  GRADE  6.          As  in   Grade  5,   but  patients  work  for  five  hours  each  day  instead  of  four 

(as  in  Grades  1 — 5). 

If  all  goes  well,  the  patient  spends  some  two  or  three  weeks  on  walking  exercise  and  on  each  grade 
of  labour,  the  whole  course  in  a  successful  case  taking  from  three  to  four  months,  and  on  its  completion 
the  patient  should  be  in  a  condition  to  return  to  work. 

In  regard  to  diet,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  "  fatten  "  the  patients,  but  by  means  of  a  generous 
diet  on  working-class  lines,  the  patient's  weight  is  raised  if  possible  to  slightly  above  that  which  should 
correspond  to  his  normal  height-weight  ratio. 

The  scheme  outlined  above  shows  the  method  of  treatment  employed  in  the  case  of  male  patients. 
In  the  case  of  female  patients  a  similar  scheme  is  employed,  but  the  exercises  are  of  a  lighter  nature. 

In  a  very  few  cases  Tuberculin  has  been  given  to  individual  patients,  but  in  the  years  referred  to 
in  this  report,  such  cases  have  been  so  few  that  they  do  not  merit  further  consideration  here. 

The  tables  which  follow  show  the  after  progress  and  the  condition  at  the  end  of  December  1912, 
of  the  cases  treated  at  the  Sanatorium  and  discharged  therefrom  during  the  years  1905 — 1910.  The 
patients  have  been  communicated  \\ith  at  periodical  intervals  since  their  discharge,  the  last  occasion 
being  at  the  commencement  of  1913. 

The  total  number  of  patients  discharged  during  these  six  years  was  1892,  and  this  report  is  based 
on  the  after  history  of  1674  of  these  cases.  The  remaining  218  are  accounted  for  as  follows  :— 


64  who  remained  for  a  few  days  at  the  Sanatorium. 

91  in  whom  a  diagnosis  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  could  not  be  definitely  made. 

29    who   had    suffered    from    pleurisy   with   effusion,    but  without  definite  evidence   of 

pulmonary  involvement. 

24  admitted  for  a  second  period  of  treatment. 
10  who  died  at  the  Sanatorium — one  from  pneumothorax,  and  the  others  from  haemoptysis- 

and  extension  of  the  disease.

The  object  of  the  present  report  is  to  show  the  proportion  of  the   1674  patients,  who,  during 
each  year  following  their  discharge,  have  been  : — 
(a)      "WELL  AND  ABLE  TO  WORK." 
(6)      "  ALIVE." 

(c)  "  KNOWN  TO  BE  DEAD." 

(d)  "  LOST  SIGHT  OF." 

Under  the  heading  (a)  "  WELL  AND  ABLE  TO  WORK  "  are  included  those  patients  who  have  reported 
that  their  general  health  is  good,  and  that  they  are  able  to  follow  an  ordinary  occupation.  The  presence 
of  pulmonary  symptoms  such  as  cough,  expectoration,  and  occasional  slight  haemoptysis,  has  not  ex- 
cluded the  patient  from  this  class,  provided  that  the  general  condition  has  remained  good,  and  that  the 
capacity  for  work  has  been  maintained.  On  the  other  hand,  a  patient  describing  his  working  capacity 
is  such  words  as  "  occasionally  able  to  do  a  little  light  work  "  has  been  relegated  to  class  (b). 

A  number  of  patients  have  been  lost  sight  of  for  a  period  exceeding  one  year,  and  have,  sub- 
sequently, again  been  heard  from  ;  from  the  tone  of  the  last  letter  in  such  cases,  it  has  been  often  possible 
to  classify  the  case  as  "  WELL  AND  WORKING  "  during  the  year  in  which  no  record  had  been  received. 
Where  such  a  course  has  not  been  possible,  the  case  has  been  described  as  "  ALIVE  "  for  such  pre- 
ceding year. 

Class  (c)  requires  no  comment.  In  regard  to  Class  (d)  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  so  many 
cases  have  been  lost  sight  of.  This  is  a  difficulty  met  with  in  the  statistics  of  all  Sanatoria,  and  is  almost 
inseparable  from  one  like  the  Brompton  Hospital  Sanatorium,  which  draws  its  patients  largely  from  the 
working  and  labouring  classes,  whose  proneness  to  frequent  change  of  residence  is  well-known. 

The  cases  have  been  classified  from  the  clinical  aspect,  according  to  the  number  of  lobes  in  which 
physical  signs  of  disease  were  found,  on,  or  shortly  after,  their  admission  to  the  Sanatorium.  In  order 
to  reduce  the  number  of  classes,  those  with  "  INDEFINITE,"  "  DOUBTFUL,"  or  "  No  PHYSICAL  SIGNS  IN 
THE  LUNGS,"  have  been  classed  together  with  those  in  whom  signs  of  disease  were  present  in  one  lobe  ; 
those  again,  with  signs  of  disease  in  four  or  five  lobes  have  been  placed  together  under  one  heading. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  great  majority  of  the  cases  were  agebrile  on  their  admission  to 
the  Sanatorium. 


In  each  year  the  patients,  in  whose  sputum  acid-fast  bacilli  were  found,  have  been  tabulated  separately 
from  those  in  whose  sputum  such  bacilli  were  not  present. 

In  the  former  class,  which  numbers  1176  patients,  are  included  cases  in  which  tubercle  bacilli 
were  found  during  the  patient's  treatment  either  as  an  out-patient  or  an  in-patient  of  the  Brompton 
Hospital,  or  as  an  in-patient  at  the  Sanatorium.  It  follows  that  cases  are  included  in  this  class  in 
whose  sputum  bacilli  were  found  when  the  patient  was  attending  as  an  out-patient,  and  not  during  the 
sojourn  as  .an  in-patient  either  at  the  Hospital  or  the  Sanatorium.  The  recent  finding  of  bacilli  at  the 
large  London  Hospitals,  or  at  such  institutions  as  large  Provincial  Infirmaries  or  large  Military  Hospitals 
has  also  been  accepted  as  positive  evidence.  On  the  other  hand,  the  patient's  statement  as  to  the  reported 
previous  finding  of  tubercle  bacilli,  has  not  been  accepted  ;  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  number 
of  such  cases  has  not  proved  large. 

The  patients,  numbering  498,  who  had  either  no  sputum,  or  in  whose  sputum  tubercle  bacilli 
could  not  be  found,  were  diagnosed  clinically  as  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  either  on  the  evidence  of  their 
previous  histories  or  from  the  presence  of  symptoms  and  physical  signs  of  the  disease ;  but  as  tubercle 
bacilli  could  not  be  detected  they  have  been  classified  separately. 

A  further  sub-division  has  been  made  each  year  into  "  FULL  TIME  "  and  "  SHORT  TIME  "  cases. 
The  former  class,  the  "  FULL  TIME  "  cases,  number  1507,  and  include  the  bulk  of  the  patients  treated. 
They  are  those  who  have  been  under  treatment  at  the  Sanatorium  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  or  two 
months,  and  who  thus  stayed  long  enough  to  be  trained  in  the  Sanatorium  regime.  It  is  the  after- 
history  of  these  cases,  and  especially  of  those  with  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum,  which  it  is  the  chief 
object  of  this  report  to  investigate,  as  it  is  this  group  which  should  indicate  most  clearly  the  results 
which  may  be  legitimately  expected  from  Sanatorium  treatment  among  the  class  of  patients  dealt  with. 

The  length  of  stay  at  the  Sanatorium  necessary  in  order  that  a  case  may  be  included  in  the  "  FULL 
TIME  "  list  has  been  taken  as  two  months  for  the  years,  1905,  1906,  1907,  and  as  one  month  for  subsequent 
years.  This  difference  in  time  has  been  adopted  since,  in  the  early  years  of  the  Institution,  it  was  cus- 
tomary for  patients  to  remain  much  longer  at  rest,  before  any  exercise  was  prescribed,  and  it  was  there- 
fore, in  these  years,  often  not  until  the  second  month  that  it  was  possible  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  of  the 
patients'  condition,  whether  febrile  or  not,  when  tested  in  this  manner. 

In  the  "  SHORT  TIME  "  tables  are  included  those  patients,  numbering  only  167,  who  remained 
at  the  Sanatorium  for  a  period  less  than  two  months  in  the  years  1905,  1906,  1907,  and  less  than  one 
month  in  the  subsequent  years.  This  list  is  made  up  of  cases  differing  widely  in  their  character.  For 
instance  there  are  included  in  this  category  : — 

(a)  53     Patients,  eminently  favourable  for  Sanatorium  treatment,  who  were  obliged  to 

leave  early  for  private  or  financial  reasons. 

(b)  81     Patients,  suffering  for  the  most  part  from  extensive  disease,  whose  ultimate 

return  to  work  appeared  exceedingly  unlikely,  and  who  were  sent  to  the  Sana- 
torium for  a  few  weeks  "  Convalescence." 


(c)  14     Patients,  coming  mainly  from  outside  sources  (other  than  through  the  wards 

of  the  Brompton  Hospital),  and  admitted  on  "  probation."  Many  of  these 
cases  proved  on  admission  to  be  acutely  ill  or  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease, 
and  were  returned  to  their  homes  or  to  institutions  better  adapted  for  their  care. 

(d)  19     Patients,  who  developed  acute  symptoms  shortly  after  their  admission,  and  in 

whom  further  treatment  at  the  Sanatorium  seemed  inadvisable,  or  in  whom  the 
disease  was  found  to  be  complicated  by  some  condition,  such  as  diabetes  or 
fistula,  which  rendered  the  patient  unsuitable  for  Sanatorium  treatment. 

The  cases  included  in  this  group  might  perhaps  have  been  omitted  from  the  after-history  records, 
as  forming  too  heterogeneous  a  group,  but  they  have  been  retained  to  make  the  records  more  com- 
plete, and  to  furnish  data  for  comparison  with  those  cases  which  had  undergone  a  more  prolonged  course 
of  Sanatorium  treatment. 

Of  the  statistics  contained  in  this  report  the  more  important  are  to  be  found  in  Tables  31 — 36. 

From  a  study  of  these  it  will  be  seen  that  of  690  patients,  55.9%  were  well  and  able  to  work  at 
the  end  of  the  fourth  year  following  that  in  which  they  were  discharged  ;  or  44.5%  if  only  those  are 
taken  in  whose  sputum  Tubercle  Bacilli  could  be  found.  At  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  (of  292  patients) 
the  corresponding  figures  were  48.4  and  38.8  respectively. 

These  results  compare  not  unfavourably  with  those  relating  to  the  German  Sanatoria  in  which 
patients  are  treated  under  the  provisions  of  the  Invalidity  Insurance  Law.  Nevertheless  in  view  of  the 
careful  selection  of  cases  for  the  Frimley  Sanatorium  it  was  hoped  that  a  larger  percentage  would  have 
retained  their  health.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  in  many  cases  the  patients  have  not  had 
work  to  return  to  after  leaving  the  Sanatorium,  and  too  often  this  has  meant  a  return  to  unsatisfactory 
home  conditions  and  insufficient  food,  with  consequent  relapse. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  to  ensure  the  maximum  benefit  from  Sanatorium  treatment,  efficient 
"  after-care  "  and  supervision  are  essential. 

The  statistics  further  show  that,  as  might  be  expected,  lasting  benefit  is  more  likely  to  follow  when 
the  patient  comes  under  treatment  in  an  early  stage  of  his  disease,  than  when  large  areas  of  lung  are 
already  involved.  Tables  25 — 30  similarly  demonstrate  that,  as  a  rule,  the  ultimate  prognosis  is  best 
in  those  in  whom  the  immediate  result  of  treatment  has  been  most  favourable,  and  when  the  patient  has 
left  the  Sanatorium  in  a  condition  of  "  apparent  arrest  "  or  "  much  improved."  Nevertheless  it  some- 
times happens  that  patients  who  have  left  "  in  statu  quo  "  or  "  not  so  well  "  will  be  found  well  and 
able  to  work  some  years  later.

SERIES   I. 

This  first  series  of  Tables  (I — 24)  deals  with  the  after-histories  of  1674  patients  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  who  were  treated  at  the  sanatorium,  and  discharged  during  the  period 
March  8th,  1905  to  December  31st,  1910. 

The  cases  discharged  in  each  year  are  divided  into  four  classes  :— 

(1)  "  FULL  TIME  "  CASES,  WITH  TUBERCLE  BACILLI  IN  THE  SPUTUM. 

(2)  "  FULL  TIME  "  CASES,  WITHOUT  SPUTUM  OR  IN  WHICH  TUBERCLE  BACILLI  WERE  NOT 

FOUND. 

(3)  "  SHORT  TIME  "  CASES,  WITH  TUBERCLE  BACILLI  IN  THE  SPUTUM.

"  MUCH  IMPROVED."  Under  this  heading  are  included  patients  who  had  not  completely 
lost  cough  and  sputum,  and  in  whose  sputum  tubercle  bacilli  were  still  present.  The  general  health, 
weight,  and  ability  to  work  were  fully  restored,  and  the  pulmonary  disease  was  apparently  quiescent. 

"  IMPROVED."  This  class  includes  patients  who  had  made  material  improvement,  but  whose 
condition  did  not  appear  to  warrant  their  return  to  work.
